NEEDS OF CUBAN SCHOOLS. 


Piesident Palma Thinks Future of Is!- 
ands Depends on Education. 
NEW YORK, Jan. 1é4.—In giving his edu- 
cational program to the public T Estrada 
Palma, the president elect of Cuba, says: 
“Agreeing that the future prospects and 
hopes of my country depend upon the plan 
of education, I state fullowing what I think 

of tye subject: 

“Comparing the poor condition of the pub- 
lic schools in Cuba during the Spanish ad- 
ministration with that which prevails to- 
day, after three years of American rule, 
the improvement is so great that we cannot 
but thank the American government for it. 
I think. however, that the whule system 
requires particular attention, in order that 
the work of education shall become practi- 
cally more efficient to the Cuban people. 
A system of elementary instruction carried 
out with modern methods, under a com- 
pulsory law for all and each one of the 
Cubans, is the fundamental basis for mak- 
ing citirens fully acquainted with their 
rights and duties. It is one of the greatest 
obligations of the Cuban government to 
dispel the ignorance, from one end of the 
island to the other, which has prevailed for 
centuries there and to distribute conscien- 
tiously the moral brand of instruction and 


knowledge. In the general System of pri- 
mary and elementary education both sexes 
are equally embraced and the benefits of 
it ought to be extended to the inmates of 
tne jails and asylums. For the purpose of 
attaining the best results we need to keep 
ourselves in close contact with the leading 
educational institutions of the United States 
and other countries which are at the head 
of civiligation in this important matter. 
Of course some regular visits by our teach- 
ers to those institutions is one of the best 
ways to keep in touch with the modern 
improvements in public schools. Besides 
the proper instruction afforded to the Cu- 
ban children it is my opinion that moral 
teachings in a general sense without de 
scending to a s al worehip, ought to be 
a part of the public echool system.”

The water of Swan Lake, ! nthe Illinois 
river bottoms near Whitehall and Beards- 
town, Ill., has been made to yield $13 per 
acre without any decrease in its area. 

The lake has been depopulated of 
“tame” fish by the management -of the 
Swan Lake Club, and the piscatorial pro- 
duct has sold in the eastern markets at 
figures approximating $13 an area for the 
entire area of the lake. 

There are 550 acres of fish farm in Swan 
Lake. It is estimated that about 125.000 
ounds of fish, of various species, have 
een taken out and shipped to the New 
York and Chicago markets. At an average 
of 4 cents a qound, this would amount te 
the. snug sum of $5000. 

About 6000 turtles, it is said, have been 
taken from the lake. These have been sold 
to make green sea turtle and mock turtle 
soup for Gothamites and the Chicagoese, 
who don’t know any better. The turtles 
average about 3% pounds, though many 
are considerab'y larger. At 10 cents a pound 
their total value approximates $2100. 


| Fish Stories More 


Than Confirmed. 
Thus it will be seen that the Swan Lake 
Club has struck a bononza in its own wat- 


ers. Not long ago the’ club members, most 
of whom are St. Louisans, voted to take 
out all the denizens of lake except the 
game fish and make the lake a place for 
game fishing exclusively. 

“We must get rid of the ordinary kinds 
of fish some way,”’ said a member. “I wish 
we could arrange to have somebody seine 
the lake. We could well afford to give away 
'the ordinary market fish, if the seiners 
could be depended upon not to take the 
game fish as well.’’ 

“Suppose we hire the seining done, under 
club supervision, and sell the fish.” sug- 
gested a more thrifty member. “The sale 
of the fish ought to pay the seining ex- 
penses, or pretty nearly.’’ 

This plan was adopted. The lake being 
low, most of the fish were penned up in 
& loop where they were easy to get at 
with the nets. he seiners began their 
work a few days ago. 

The result was astonishing. Large strings 
of fish had been caught from Swan Lake, 
and larger stories of catches had been told. 
Some fine suckers had been caught by the 
Stories. But no one dreamed, even when 
smoking a Missouri corncob pipe filled with 
lllinois bottom Havana leaf, that there 
were such vast piscatorial possibilities itn 
the lake 

Half of Calhoun County's population 
gathered around the lake to watch the 
sport. Open-mouthed, like mud cats after 
@ minnow, one-third of the population of 
Pike County stood in the mud on the mar- 
gins of the fish-loop and marveled at the 
scene. 

Came in Crowds 

to See the Sight. 

From Batchtown, Beardstown, Whitehall. 
Pittsfield, Pearl and Pleasant Hill, folk 
came in crowds to see the sight. It was 
the biggest fish story of the century, with 
prima facie evidence ef authenticity. 

The big clubhouse was converted into a 
fish-packing establishment. The rooms 
were filled with fish. The atmosphere 
reeked with fish. There were fish to fry, 
but the clubmen turned them into money 
to burn.

JAMES M’INTOSH ESCAPED FROM 
EAST ST. LOUIS LOCKUP. 


RECAPTURED AFTER SEARCH 


Man Was Arrested on a Charge of 
Sending Improper Matter 
Through the Mails. 


James McIntosh, a federal prisoner, es- 
caped from the holdover in the East St. 
Louis police station Monday afternoon an 
hour after he was locked up. He was recap- 
tured Tuesday morning. 

McIntosh is a prizefighter from Denver, 
Colo. He got out of his cell by removing 
three horizontal iron bars near the ceil- 


ing. 

Through the hole thus made he crawled. 
He then climbed down the outside of the 
cell, 15 feet, to the floor of the cellroom. 

His cell was at one end of the room. He 
walked past all the other prisoners to the 
other end, entered a side room, locked the 
door behind him and climbed through a 


window into the alley between. the police 
station and the city hall. 

The door from the offices In the front 
of the station to the holdover was cipsed 
not more than five minutes during the ‘aft- 
ernoon and McIntosh made his escape aur~ 
a, Be time.

CHICAGO, Jan. 14.—Adventures in coun- 
terfeiting camps, involving shooting and 
murder, mingle with love episodes, pathetic 
death scenes, and expressions of orthodox 
religion in the Rev. Robert MclIntyre’s 
book, “The Modern Apollos,’’ which has 
been barred from the Methodist Sunday 
schools of Cincinnati. 

This book, which has been deciared too 
sensational, was written by Dr. McIntyre 
while he was pastor of the St. James Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church of this city, and was 
published three months ago. It was Dr. Mc- 
Intyre’s intention to have the book take 
the place of the semi-religious works 
which, he declares, are undermining the 
orthodoxy of even the most conservative. it 
was his idea that exuberant life, love and 
thrilling adventure could be woveniabout 
a theme unobjectionable even to children. 
This he attempted to do. us 

Dr. McIntyre has not been in robust 
health the last few years, and while on 


one of his vacations he conceived the 
scheme of a series of novels on this line. 
Ot these “The Modern Apollos’’ was to 
be the first. He took as his model Edward 
Eggleston's ‘‘Hoosier Schoolmaster’’ aud 
the works of E. P. Roe. Both are found 
in the majority of Sundffly school libraries. 
He laid the scenes in the country districts 
of southern Lilinois. 

The hero, the modern Apollos, is a young 
minister, unjustly accused of counterfeit- 
ing, who was arrested, tried and convicted, 
but ultimately pardoned through a death- 
bed repentance. There are scenes of a mod- 
ern assembly of ministers, a story of a first 
sermon, many episodes of a preacher's life, 
and through it all the reader never is per- 
mitted to forget that the hero is thorougn- 
ly orthodox and upright. 

The story opens with a description of the 
grand review in Washington at the close 
of the Civil war, and the first chapter tells 
of a quarrel between two comrades. An 
idea of the style of the aythor is given in 
the following excerpt: . 

“A venomous snarl! tightened the pendu- 
lous lip of the major as he retorted: 

“ ‘Insult you! A gentleman cannot insult 
@ pauper. ou are too far beneath me, you 
miserable mudsill, yo'-— 

“The major’s mye 4 was suddenly cut 
short by a stinging biow on his cheek, dealt 
by Philip’s open hand. 

‘Take that, you whitelivered cur,’ said 
the young officer, rising to his feet and 
beanie himself for the expected attack.

There are no merits in the woman’s case, 
according to Mf. Sage, who tapped the 
floor nervously with his foot as he spoke. 
He had left Mrs. Sage in the back ygrior 
and, seated on a carved bench of oak in 
the hall, told of the affair in tones which 
could not have been heard by any save his 


caller. 

Isabella d’Ajuria’s counsel is A. H. Hum- 
mel. According to the paers in the case 
Isabella d’Ajuria brought an action against 
Mr. Sage as far pack as 186, in which she 
demanded $100,000 damages. She asserts 


that Mr. Sage promised to make her a gift 
of $75,000 in cash, or its equivalent, if she 
would refrain from continuing her action. 
She further declares that last June an 
agreement was entered into by which she 
would abandon all future action, he to give 
her a house and lot in Mount Vernon val- 
ued at , and also a house in Manhat- 
tan to be used by her as a town residence 
in winter. This preperty was to cost $50,000, 
and to be conveyed to her and stand in her 
mame. She says she abandoned the suit, 
but says that Mr. Sage has falled to fulfill 
his part of the contract, and therefore she 
has applied for judgment in $75,000.

Tuesday morning, F. W. Guerin of 3964 
Washington avenue grappled with the thief 
and pursued him for four blocks. 
Policemen Spratt and Cregg joined in the 
chase, and arrested the man at the Mis- 
sourl-Edison power house, Twentieth and 
Locust streets. He was marched to the 
corner of Eighteenth and Market streets, 
and was taken to the Four Courts In a 


patrol wagon. 

The robbery occurred a few minutes be- 
fore 9 o'clock, when the Olive street cors 
were loaded with passengers. 

Mr. Guerin, who was on his way 
photograph gailery, at Twelfth and Olive 
streets, was a passenger on the rear plat- 
form of the car.

Mr. Guerin followed the fleeing man as 
he turned west on Locust street, shouting 
as he ran. The oldér and heavier man feil 
further and further behind the culprit. 

Two policemen, who were walking south 
on Elghteenth street, heard the shouts and 
joined in the chase. They fired a fusi'- 
lade of shots at the fugitive. These 
brought him’ to a stop at the corner of 
Twentieth street, and-he was made a pris- 
ener. 

The watch was not found in a hasty ex- 
amination of the young man’s puckets. and 
Mr. Guerin and the police believe that ‘he 
must have thrown away the timepiece in 
h's flight. 

Mr. Guerin identified the young man pos- 
itively as the one who had robbed him 
He said that he would be well satisfied 
with the result of his pursuit. even if his 
watch. which he valued highly, were not 
recovered.

“T had my pocket picked on a car plat- 
form a year ago.’ said Mr. Guertin, “and 
I then resolved that if I ever feit a man’s 
hand in my pocket I would allow him to 
take what he was after before |l gave any 
sign of knowing what he was doing. This 
plan I followed this morning, and if it re- 
sults in a conviction I shall not be sorroy 


for it.’’

THE TINIEST FISH. 
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The United States Fish Commission has 
recently received from the Phillppine 
lands, says Sctence, humerous specimens 
of a species of fish of which the minimum 
and average sizes for mature indiv'duals 


are thought to be less than those of any 
other known fish or other vertebrate. The

they were collected in Lake Buhl, to which 
the species is said to he peculiar. 

The fish is a member of the great cos- 
mopolitan goby family. of which upward 
of 600 species are known. It is apparently 
nearly transparent in life. with a black 
chin, a black meredian line behind the 
anal fin, and a few black spots cn the back 
The females are slightly larger than the 
males. The average length of 50 specimens 
taken at random, both sexes being about 
equally represented, was 12.9 millimeters—a 
trifle over half an ineh. 

A fact of more than wsrdinary interest 
connected with this diminutive species is 


that it is a food fish of corsiderable im- 
pesvenss. The fish are caught with. a 
arge sheet of coarse web. They are put 


into tightly woven baskets, from which the |

SHE SAYS HUSBAND HAD FAILED 
TO PROVIDE FOR HER. 


Tragedy Occurred in the Home of 
™ Wife's Parents, and in Room 
Next to That of the Sick 
Woman. 


After attempting the life of his wife, 
Claude Cross killed himself Monday night 
at the home of his wife's parents, Frank 
Batoon and wife, 2124 South Third street. 

The wounded woman, Mrs. Mary Cross, is 
at the City Hospital, and will not recover. 
She received a flesh wound in the back, the 
Dullet failing to penetrate the right lung. 

Cross and his wife had been separated for 
Ove months. They had been married four 
years, but had lived unhappily because of 
the husband's failure to obtain continuous 
employment. 

Monday night Cross called on his wife to 
ask, as he had asked frequently in the last 
four weeks, that she return to live with 
him. The woman refused, pleading her 
husband's inability to provide for her. 

“Take that pistol home and come back to- 
morrow night,”’ the woman was heard to 
gay in a conciliatory tone. ‘‘Then maybe 
rll go with you.” . 


Parents Heard 
Three Shots. 

Then she returned to the room where her 
father was seated at her sick mother's bed- 
eide, and informed them that her husband 
had frightened her by displaying a revol- 
ver. 

Against the advice of her parents Mrs. 
Cross returned to the room where her hus- 
band was. 

Three successive shots, followed by a 
‘ fourth single report, were heard. Sattoon 
and Joseph Wetzel, a neighbor, onened the 
door and found the apparently lifeless body 
of the woman on the floor, while Cross, 
with his clothes ablaze from the flash of the 
powder, was lying dead. 

The man's body was taken to the morgue. 

Mrs, Cross says that her susband was 


jealous of her without cause and that 
she had refused to live with him becuse of 


his failure to secure steady employment .

METHODIST MINISTERS OBJECT 


ON THAT POINT. 


Kis Stay in Savannah Marked by a 
Continuous Ovation, All Citizens 
Being Eager to Pay Him 
High Honors. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., Jan. 14—When Rear 
Admiral Schley was questioned in refer- 
ence to the statement of his indorsement 
of the forthcoming book on “Schley and 
Santiago,’’ by George Edward Graham, he 
said: 

“I have seen the proofs of Graham's book. 
It is the author's book and was written at 


his own pleasure. My connection with it 
had to do only with reading over, at 
Graham's request, whatever in the book had 
reference to statements of fact. As re- 
gards the Santiago fight, no one was better 
prepared to write the history of that bat- 
tle than Graham. He was there in the 
thick of it. So far as reading the book was 
concerned I passed only on its statements 
of fact. These statements are true. They 
make up the story of the fight as it oc- 
curred. : q 

“As to Graham's object in writing the 


book, as to his championship of me and as 
to his criticisms, 1 had nothing to do or 
say.”’ 


Sampson’s Act 


of Discourtesy. 

In his story of the battle, Mr. Graham, 
who was on board the Brooklyn, says: 

“At 2 o’clock, just as Sampson’s ship, the 
New York, got where we considered it in 
signal distance, Commodore Schley ordered 
the signal raised: ‘A glorious victory has 
been achieved. Details later.’ This signa 
replaced the one which we had had flying 
for nearly three-quarters of an hour. “The 
enemy has surrendered,’ and which the 
New York had not answered. 

“Vainily the signal officers on the bridge 
watched the New York for even the cour- 
tesy of an answering pennant showing that 
it understood cur signal. None was dis- 
played, and then it apparently dawned up- 
on Commodore Schley’s mind that Samp- 
son's flag captain on the New York was 
probably intent upon ignoring him. Picking 
up the megaphone which stood in a conven- 
lent corner of the bridge, Commodore 
Schley did the one thing that day for which 
l have always criticised him; lowered his 
dignity sufficiently to plead with the com- 
mander of the fleet that he might have the 
surrender of the ship whose escape had 
been frustrated by the Brooklyn and the 
Oregon, thus making complete the day's 
victory. 

“I request the honor of the surrender of 
the Cristobal Colon,"’ he said in a clear, dis- 
tinct voice; and from the commander-in- 
chief's flagship came wafted back the in- 
solent answer from a cadet: ‘‘What?’’

The Methodist ministers of St. Louis at 
their weekly mecting Monday, adopted res- 
olutions disapproving of the plan of the 
board of police commissioners to establish 
a new social evil district.

“We protest against this Parisian policy,”’ 
the resolutions read, ‘“‘whereby the munict- 
pality enters into a partnership with vice. 

“We recognize the right of every locality 
to be protected from an action locating in 
its midst a Oggemaaesty so offensive and 
demoralizing. Especially do we protest 
against having the vicinity of any church 
or school invaded by these influences.”’
